Pastures are an asset to any farm 
in Texas and the mo t important 
step in making these pastures pro­ 
ductive is to mow the weeds, accord­ 
ing to R. It. Lancaster, Extension 
pasture specialist. 
I’a.-ture.s should 
be mowed at 
least once a year,” he said, “but to 
really get rid of all the weeds a pas­ 
ture needs mowing at least twice u 
year over a period of a couple of 
years, 
I he reason for mowing weeds 
is to a.llou' the necessary sunlight 
and moisture to get to the grasses.” 
I he Extension pasture specialist 
was emphatic in explaining that grass J 
is the cheapest, best and most con- I 
venient feed a farm er can raise. He 
pointed out that keeping a pasture 
in good condition will pay back d iv -I 
idends each year. 
"Upland {matures that water will 
nm off of, that are thinly sodded,” 
he said, “should be terraced with a 
couple c'f plow furrows before seed­ 
ing. 
If this is done while the ground 
is moist, the grasses will likely con­ 
tinue to grow on these furrows.” 
Lancaster said that the importance 
of dividing a large pasture into smal­ 
ler division* and rotating th** live­ 
stock from one division to the other 
has been proven worthwhile many 
times. 
He explained that this meth­ 
od will enable a pasture to carry 
more stock than if the large pasture 
was grazed as one division. 
Live­ 
stock will pick out the mo-n choice 
grasses in a large pasture and leave 
the other grasses, thus retarding the 
growth of the best grasses, 
“Grass must not be grazed too
